'* (1) Official foreign travel of Deputy Directors, 
Assistant Directors and other Senior Officers may be on 
an actual expense basis when authorized by the Director. 

"(I) Deputy Directors may authorize foreign temporary 
duty travel on an actual expense basis for other officers 
when such status is considered necessary and Justified by 
the circumstances. ”
